^IV^L dbfpnw official no doubt 
are following the official think¬ 
ing at Ottawa when they advocate 
mnstructiofi of fallout sheltera In 
the baaementa of Canadian hornet, 
at itandby protection in the event of 
nuclear explosions. Provincial Sec- 
reUry Black haa picked up the theme 
and la advising British Columbiana 
to take the step. But not even Mr. 
Black can make a convincing ra.se 
of It. Indeed he aa.vs, and we quote^ 

“I want to make it clear that 
these shelters are not designed to 
protect against the direct bla.st effect 
of a nucirar explosion. But they will 
provide adequate protection in an 
area covering thousands of squaie 
miles mat would be contaminate by 
radio-active fallout from such a 
blast 

While this may be the official 
view. It has been seriously challenged. 
Probably nothing could provide “pro¬ 
tection” in the blast-heat-radiation 
lone of an atomic explosion. There 
could be a borderline beyond the 
immediate shock zone where concrete 
shelters, rt^ing demolition, might 
afford some means of cover. Beyond 
that borderline any dwelling would 
fend off secondary fallout probably 
as well as the most complete ba.se- 
ment^ fortress that could be con-

structed. So at least It has been 
contended, and Shv-BlaCk’s outline 
certainly does not promise more. 

In the present state of national 
thinking on the .subject, it will re¬ 
main difficult for the government to 
convince the public that funk-holes 
in the ba.sement would be of much. 
If any practical service. The closest 
experience that the world has known 
with warhead rocketry was the flight 
of the V2s over Britain in the 
ond World War. They were roughly 
timed to go down over specified areas 
when their limited fuel was ex¬ 
hausted. after journeys of only a 
few hundred mil^ Modem rocketry 
probably has improved on that; but 
it still seems highly improbable that 
In any form of inter-continental ex¬ 
change, or even by the discharge of 
nuclear weapons from submarines 
off (xiast lines, specific targets could 
be centred. A nuclear weapon 
attack at its beginning would be a 
random affair, or so rocket experts 
themselves on occasion have argued. 

The prospect of nearly 18,000,000 
citizens of this country building Irase- 
ment shelters for themselves at a 
cost of between 5200 to $400 per 
household can hardly be taken seri¬ 
ously. Nor Is It likely that the con¬ 
fidence of the nation would be 
improved if they did. 


Wasted Coyness 


'T’HE provincial electoral rolls have 
■I been compiled and citizena ad¬ 
vised to check their names on the 
list, numerous party candidates have 
been nominated and more are in the 
ofOng and everything is swinging 
into high gear—but Premier Bennett 
remaina silent. He likes to tease. 

It aeenu a wasted coyness. Under 
our political system there Is no .set 
date or period for an election, which 
rests in the discretion of the premier. 
Except that the life of a government 
does not extend beyond five years, 
there Is no proscribed limitatioN,.;Aii 
election comes at the whhn -of a 
premier. 

The latter usually rhooses a date 
which he thinks will suit best his 
party's chances, and in. the absence 
of a set statutory date there can be 
no complaint about this. It is the 
custom and privilege granted- to a 
government leader. It is part of the 
game also to keep opponents guess¬ 
ing. In the hope that announcement 
of an election will catch them nap¬ 
ping. 

Mr. Bennett couldn't catch the 
oppo.sition groups napping If he an¬ 
nounced the election date tonight, 
however. All of them are ready and 
walling for a forthcoming lest at the 
polls. Any advantage that might 


accrue trom evasion has been dis¬ 
pelled. The portents have been loo 
clear added to the knowledge that 
this is the fourth year of office for 
the Socreds. 

The government could carry on 
at James Bay until next year If it 
wished, but the precedents are all 
against such delay. Few govern¬ 
ments risk a compulsory election. 
Mr. Bennett should therefore come 
out now and say when the election 
win be held. 

A state of uncertainty is not good 
for the province, nor does it seem 
consistent w ith the climate of modem 
awareness. The day is past when the 
electorate could he treated like chil¬ 
dren kept guessing for the pleasure 
of the adult in control. That is not 
complimentary' to their intelligence. 
It Is a weakness of our .system also 
that election dates should be at the 
me:-ev of one individual. 

ITils is all the more reason wh.v 
Prerpier Bennett should be stralght- 
fonvard about the matter, and put an 
end to the guessing by declaring his 
Intention. It is hard to see how of 
itself this wouid harm him in Ihe 
slightest, either today or on election 
da.v. He might in fact capture a few 
votes by ending Ihe pretence of not 
knowing what date will be set 


A Loss to Letters 


T he death of Mr. John P. Mar- 
quand at his home in Ma.s.sarhu- 
aetts on Friday was a blow to letters 
on "the North American continent and 
farther afield. Pulitzer prize winner 
in 1938 for his book. “The Late 
George Apley," Mr. Marquand was 
a thoughtful, serious craftsman 
whose writing attracted and held 
attention through Intervening dec¬ 
ades. He was one of a brilliant 
coterie of writers who in swift suc¬ 
cession made their names in the fii.st 
postwar perit^ when the magazine 
field was at its best and when new 
authors had a eontinent wide audi¬ 
ence Immediately for their efforts. 


Many will recall the succession 
of Mr. Marquand's articles, short 
stories and longer works, written not 
only then but later, as with develop¬ 
ing power he mad^ himself one of 
the most competent craft.smen of the 
period. The Pulitzer prize award 
was not onl.v recognition of a fine 
delineation of character under Ihe 
stress and strains of life, but also 
merited and contemporary expres¬ 
sion of the value of his penetrating 
and incisive ability in the field of 
letters. His passing at the age of 
66 will be regretted widely in this 
country, where his bonks have been 
in popular demand.

Furrowed Browt 

Spectre of South Africa

L ONDON: There W’as sonrrething de¬ 
pressing about the Common¬ 
wealth debate In the Commons last 
week. Members on both sides ap¬ 
peared to be Immensely proud of a 
glorious past, acutely cortsclous of a 
momentous present yet profoundly 
despondent about an uncertain future. 

It haa never ''Wn the Common¬ 
wealth tradition to Ipy out blueprints 
for the future. Yet at the heart of 
every speech was the question, 
usually unspoken. “Where do we go 
from here?*' No one expected It to 
be answered. But the Inability of any 
speaker to make a serious attempt 
gave the debate a tone not only of 
fnr.stration, but of fear. 

Perhaps It was unfortunate for 
the Government that two days before 
the order paper celled for a debate on 
the Commonwealth Prime Mlnlstere* 
conference of last May the Prime 
Minister of South Africa chose to 
make a highly emharraasing pollticel 
statement. “I am convinced.** Dr. 
Verwoerd had said, that should the 
Union seek admission as a republic, 
“the influence of Britain, Australia 
and Canada would see to It that .South 
Africa is retained within the Com¬ 
monwealth.** 

Yet by making It certain that the 
opposition would centre its questions 
on South Africa Dr. Verwoerd’s 
speech lent a welcome If .harsh note 
of realism to the rebate. Was the 
Government in fact prepared to u.se 
Its influence to keep .South Afiii'S in¬ 
side the Commonwealth if there was 
no change in the policy of apartheid, 
speaker after speaker demanded. Had 
any pledge been given? Had other 
membeis of the Commonwealth been 
consulted? 

■* The answer! of Mr. Alport, the 
Minister of State, were not very* satis¬ 
factory to Labor. But he could hardly 
aay more than he did. The Common¬ 
wealth prime cnlnlsters had decided 
In May that no decision could be taken 
until South Africa it.self decided by 
refeiendum whether or not it was to 
be a Republic. It would be wrong for 
the government to commit itself on a 
hypothetical Issue. To spesk now 
might directly Influence the decision 
which could only properly be taken 
by South Africa Itself. 

Mr. Alport did make one cau¬ 
tiously worded statement which Dr. 
Verwoerd might do well to heed ss a 


warning. *it would be really tragic.** 
he said. “If the Union's policies were 
based on false assumptions with re¬ 
gard to the attitudes of fellow* mem¬ 
bers.'* 

In the best Commonwealth tradi¬ 
tion the Minister of Slate quoted the 
prime minister of the senior dominion 
to back up his argument that the 
principle of non-interference is basic 
to the Commonwealth structure. It 
would have been wrong, Mr. Diefen- 
baker had told the House in Ottawa 
after the May meeting. If a majority 
of members had constituted them¬ 
selves as a court of justice. 

★ A ★ 

On the other side of the 5^aker 
Mr. Philip Noel-Bsker recounted fond 
memories of a conference he attended 
In loronto In 1933 with Sir Robert 
Borden, “one of the architects of the 
Commonwealth.** Sir Robert had 
quoted Gladstone's dictum that the 
Commonwealth found unity In di¬ 
versity. he remembered. 

For his part Mr. Noel Baker had 
always believed that Commonwealth 
unity* could be preserved. But there 
was one condition; that the policies of 
the members be based on common 
principles of morality. 

It would be deceiving oneself to 
believe that the African and Asian 
members were happy about the vague 
generalities of the May communique 
which the Guardian had called “the 
muffling up of apartheid.’’ Speeches 
by the leaders of Malaya and Ghana 
proved quite the contrary. Mr. Diefen- 
baken too. had said that the equality 
of all races and peoples was a basic 
principle of the Commonwealth, 
though he had made the comment be¬ 
fore the communique was issued. Mr. 
Noel Baker added. 

Politics apart, this was getting to 
Ihe heart of the debate. The furrowed 
brows on both aides of the House 
were not m rely the result of repug¬ 
nance for a racial policy which had 
placed South Africa on trial They 
were also the manifestation of some 
hard thinking as members struggled 
to come to grips with a larger prob¬ 
lem. 

.So It went on for hours yet 
haidly encompa.ssing the subject. 
Perhaps when the problem of South 
Africa Is no longer hypothetical in 
Its (Tommonwealth context the House 
will get further.

Without foliage, there is no poesibte 
way for the roots to plump them- 
aelvee up for next yeer’s floral dla- 
pUy. 

It la true that peonies are subject 
to a fungus infection railed botrytia 
which rets the flower buds or causes 
them to dry up and fall off without- 
opening. but the plants beconve infec¬ 
ted in early spring, just as the first 
shoots are coming through the soil 
surface. The best way to avoid this 
is to treat the emerging shoots and 
surrounding soil wHh a good fungi¬ 
cide—Bordeaux mixture, captan. fer- 
bam. potato dust or rose dust -and 
during the late fall cleanup, scrape a 
little toll away and rut off the dead 
growrth an In^ below the soil sur¬ 
face. ronsignfng It to the garden 
bonfire.

Why are we suspicious of our 
best designs, often overlook¬ 
ing them for the imitative and 
tawdry? 

This does not happen in 
other coumries. The Council 


of Industrial Design In Eng¬ 
land was only formed in 1956. 
Yet its awards generate great 
excitement and even thn Duke 
of Edinburgh, a patron of the 
council, instituted his own 
special award, "tho Prize for 
Elegant Design," ^ 

The Scandinavians appred- 
ete their excellent design and 
enjoy a healthy domestic mar¬ 
ket. 

Canadian taste should be as 
ach'sneed as any other. We are 
vigorous, curious, have a high 


standard of living and are ex¬ 
posed to the best every other 
country has to offer. 

Yet this final factor may be 
the very reason we are ao slow 
to suK>ort our best home¬ 
grown designa 

EXiropean countries have a 
healthy export market to sup¬ 
port their own domestic mar¬ 
ket. Their success abroad as¬ 
sures their success at home. 

Canadians, on the other 
hand. ex{>ort very little in the 
fumiahings fiela And the Ca¬ 


nadian coasume/ withr the 
fattest pockeibook likes to buy 
the product marked “Made in 
Sweden" — or Germany — or 
Ireland. 

This places Canadian manu¬ 
facturers in an unenNiable 
position. They are unable to 
compete In a world market 
due to high rnamifacturing 
costs at home, and Unable to 
sell their best designs in Can¬ 
ada due to the prestige and 
competition of imports. 

Yet they persist in dexelop- 
Ing excellent designs.

Old School Tie Out as Social Guide 


IjONPON (Reuters) — So- 
dallyconsclous Britons have 
been given a new guide to 
•ocial standing which could be 
even better than the right ac* 
pent or the old schon) tie. 

It's "Hall's Law," base<l on 
the average number of names 
possessed by members of any 
given group. The more initiaU, 
the higher the cla.ss. 

The author is Ron Hall, the 
tongue-in-cheek son of a Shef¬ 
field bricklayer, who says hla 
law la **the only complete, 


scientific, quantitative, non¬ 
verbal, non-literary method of 
defining clau." 

Doing a little Investigation, 
he found that a lengthy nama 
Ls the Universal possession of 
dukes and army officers and 
others among what the British 
call p people." 

One prize example was a 
First World War army major 
called L. S. D. O. F. • F. ToUe- 
mache-Tollemache de Orelano 
Plantagenet Tollemacht ■ Tolls- 
mache. 


Hall's law. published in 
Crossbow magasln^, states: 

*'For any sufficiently large 
number of people, the average 
number of initials pas.^essed 
by members of that- group Is 
a direct measure of the social 
class of that group."

Hall says the 3.708 pages of 
Debrett’s Peerage, the Who's 
Who of the British aristocracy, 
shows that dukes average 4.00 
Initials, marquesses 3.M. earls 
3.92. barons 3.53, baronets 3.49,

This exactly follows the pre¬ 
cedence of British title.* ex¬ 
cept that viscounts aie thrt« 
places lower than tliey should 
be. The res.son for this. Hall 
says, is that viscounts got their 
title only in this century and 
most of them are merely mil¬ 
lionaires.

Colonel Broome's notes call one's attention to 
the “reprehensible display of wines.” but add that 
the contents are not genuine. What is really 
fantastic is that the stoppers come out. 

THE WAIX-TO WALL carpet looks, to he 
sroas-stiich. In other rooms the floors are hard 
wood. The imposing entrance hall has a parti¬

peted with royal blue velvet held with gleaming 
brass stair-rods, and with spool columns support¬ 
ing the shin'ng hand-rail Ancient weapons deco¬ 
rate the walls.

In the drawing room there Is every luxury. 
Bookcases and books, a writing desk with tele¬ 
phone. blotter tused. please note) and pln-stzed 
pens and pencils.

One 
really needs a magnifying glass here. 

Upstairs there are large hall, the nursery, a 
guest room, and a spacious master bedroom. The 
whole front facade of the house has been re¬ 
moved so that one may see all this, and is 
mounted on the gallery* wall alongside. 

One notes here that each room has its wide 
French doors leading to Its own balcony, and on 
the balconies are flowering shrubs in tubs. The 
beds have lace-edged pillow-slips and embroidered 
covers. Dre.s.sing tables ore fully equipped with 
cosmetic containers, mirrors, and so on. and 
again all the doors and draw'ers are workable. 

There Is a typical English wardrolie In the 
master bedroom — this Is undoubtedly a very 
British family •» and a nice fur rug by one of the 
two bed.s. THIs last w’qs once a pet white rat. 
bought from a dime store for 25 cents, and 
cherished unlll his demise! All the bedrooms are 
suitably and artistically furnished, and each has 
an item for personal usu* which really should not 


be necessary, seeing that there Is also a fine 
modern tiled bathroom across the hall. In tact 
the master bedroom has two. side by side. ^ 

WE CX>N<TAIDE our inside tour with a glance 
through the bathroom. It Is complete to the last 
detail The scales are about the size of the rubber 
on the end of a pencil, and the towels on the warm¬ 
ing rack are hand embroidered both tub size and 
hand size. 

Downstairs and outside once more, by the 
front door to the entrance hall, one notes what is 
surely the world's smallest brass knocker It 
work.s, of course. And the brass letter box. And 
from the drawing room a really imposing portico 
leads out on to a tiled veranda with two-8tor«*y 
white Colonial p.llart. Across the front of the 
hbu.se. between the windows, are set oak panels 
with what must be the original, very old hand 
carvings from where, the builder doesn't say. A 
cupola on the roof has s brass weather vane. 

The history* of all this Increases Its fa.scinatloq 
a hundred fold. 


“THE HOlfHE." say the Colonel's notes, "was 
born of curiosity.”

Like my brother- who took seven 
year’s paino lessons yet never plays the piano— 
i am thankful for a musical heriUge that lets me 
enjoy good musk; and, thank goodnetis there k 
plenty of it around.

BUG KILLERS 


By W. It. ORCHARD. 
Plant PaNiologM 

Plaal disease neverity, 
more freouewtty thaa not, b

Ibted b what normally b 
their dc'tcending order of 
iniportaoce In relation to 
dben%e Incidence. 

Slightly higher precipitation, 
lower temperature and ap¬ 
preciably lower light intensity 
values over the eight w’eek 
^ period ending June 17 resulted 
in high incidence of several of 
the more common plant 
diseases, each of which Is cap¬ 
able of causing seriou.^ plant 
Injury and crop loss. Among 
these are r>each leaf curl, bios* 
And twig blight of stone 
fruits, apple and p<*ar scab, 
powdery mildew of numerowt 
pbnt .s|>ecies particularly of 
atrawbt'iTy. and B o t r y 11 s 
dUeasi> of herbaceous oma- 
mentaK and of small fruits. 

In our latitude, winter Im¬ 
poses conditions unfavorable 
to plant growth, thus many 
plants and the fungi which 
parasitise them temporarily 
cea.se growth and enter a 
state of dormancy. During 
this period there is an appar¬ 
ent consolidation of energy 
which prepares the organism 
or pbnt to burst forth with 
a flush of rapid growth In 
spring. When conditions are 
especially favorable to fungi, 
plant disease may develop at 
an alarming rate and reach 
epidemic proportion. 

Study of the lffe-c>cle of a 
parasitic organism u.cually dis¬ 
closes a peiiod when it can be 
controlh*d most effectively 
ff through the use of a fungicidal 
material. This frequently co¬ 
incides with the dormant or 
semi-dormant period of the 
parasitised pbnt. There are 
additional advantages for 
treatment at this time. During 
dormancy stronger and thus 
more effective materials can 
be applied without injury to 
the plant. Further, if a disease 
organt'^m can be knocked out 
before it.s normal period of 
rapid tlevelopment arrives 
then subsequent fMvitective 
sprays can ' be reduced to a 
minimum. 

> Logically disease control 
must start In the fall or winter 
season with the removal of 


diseased pbnt parts upon 
which 8 fungal organism can 
overwintyr. Cankered wood 
and shoots that have dried 
back should be pruned out. 
Mummified fruits constitute 
dangerous cafT>':Over struc¬ 
tures and should be removed. 
Fallen leaves should be deeply 
ploughed under or raked up 
and burned. Each of these 
measures will eedace disease 
carry-over. 

The second most important 
operation is to apply the dor¬ 
mant or semi-dormant spray 
when indicated in the spray 
schedule. At thb time disease 
Is seldom apparent to the 
casual observer but experience 
has shown that these are the 
critical sprays for disease 
control. 

Cover sprays are designed 
to protect the enbrging leaves 
from infection from spores 
wh|ph are ^ted from disea.sed 
tissues missed in the fall and 
winter ptuning and those that 
were not killed b>' the dormant 
or semi-dormant sprays. The 
m.'iterials used must not cause 
injury to tl^ foliage or to the 
dex'eloping crop. Of necessity 
their fungi kllHng action is 
much lower than materials 
recommended for dormant 
sprays. All too frequently 
growers become alarmed and 
seek a.ssistance only during 
this period when they see 
disea.se develop rapidly. Such 
a condition indicates that the 
earlier measures were missed, 
inadequate or poorly conduc¬ 
ted. ITib amounts to grower 
neglect. 

Materiab are recommended 
by federal and provirtcial de¬ 
partments of agriculture for 
control of disease and insect 
pests on the basis of thqlr 
proven perfoimance, for 
safety to pbnts and to t h e 
operator, and with due con¬ 
sideration for the danger of 
residues. Application rates and 
timing are also made in the 
interest of safety. Doubling or 
other wise increasing applica¬ 
tion rates b not necessarily 
heneficbl but rather Is a 
dangerous practice In that 
pbnt injury, injury to the op¬ 
erator or to the consumer may 
result. 

Hrovinciaf and Canada de¬ 
partments of agriculture re¬ 
lease bi-annually pest and 
disease control ret'ommepda- 
tions for tree fruits, small 
fruits, vegetables and field 
crops. These calendars are 
avaibble from the Experimen¬ 
tal Farm Saanichton. or from 
the B.C. department of Agri¬ 
culture-

Cool 
the other, remove from pan. wrap In foil and 
fieeze. Most refrigerators have some freezing 
s|iace. It Is so nice to have a dessert, a stew or a 
rasaeiole ready made for that day ypu want to 
sjend away from the kitchen. 

And then there are cookies . . . with the cookie 
Jar filled there is always something lo serve with 
kr eream or fruit. 

And another little tip ... practically all recipes

For the basic dough . . . cream three- 
quarters cup shortening, then Mend in one cup 
blown sugar. Add two well beaten eggs and mix 
well. For the dry mixture sift and measuie two 
cups all purpose flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-quarter teaspooh baking soda, arul a 
quarter teaspoon salt. Add to the creamed mix- 
tuie. together with two tablespoons milk and a 
teaspoon of vanilla. Mix well then divide Into 
three equal parts. 

For orange drops add two teaspoons grated 
orange rind, two teaspoons orange Juice arwl a 
thud cup cocoanut. For fancy fruit drops add one 
thiid cup glace cherries ihalvedi. or>e third cup 
chopperi nuts and a third cup raisins. 

To the last third of the dough add one third 
chocolate chips or orre square unsweeterwd choco¬ 
late. Diop all by teaspoons on greased rookie 
sheets rk>n't place too close together as they 
spread a bit. ^ke in a 375* oven for 10 lo 12 
minutes. Cookies can be frozen too if you want to 
double the recipe. 


M1TH FRFSH FHITT in bountiful supply 
use lots of it for" desserts. It is about the easiest 
thing you can serve, eye pleasing and colorful, 
retieshmg. too. on a warm day. 

A cheese and assoiied cracker tray is a good 
assist w)»en you want to cut cooking corrrers, 

A ttn c»f fruit cocktail can be made into any 
number of Jiffy desserts . . . use it spoorred over 
lie 1*1 earn or sherbet or make a Tropical Ambrosia 
w ith a tin of mixed fruit and a cup of long-shred 
sweetened rot'oanut. Mix together and chill for an 
hour before serving. 

Instead of time consumjng frostingv for cakes 
we can use a baked-on or a broiled topping. For 
a bakedon icing . . . whip until stiff one egg 
white and an eighth teaspoon salt. Fold In one- 
half cup -Sifted brown sugar. Spiead thl^ over 
the cake batter then sprinkle with one-quarter 
eup ch«»pped nuts. Use this for a cake that will 
cook in about 25 minutes.

For a broiled king ... melt three tablespoung 
butter, add ten ublespoons brown sugar, two Ubl^ 
spoons cream, pinch of salt and one-half cup cocce 
nut. Spread on after cake Is baked, right after It 
is uken from the oven. Slip under the broiler 
until the surface bubbles. Be careful that It does 
not bum. 

Chocolate mint patties make another ?>o bother 
king. Arrange the patties on top of a hot choco¬ 
late cake and return to the oven for a couple ol 
minutes. Don’t forget them as they melt quickly. 
Swirl the chocolate around a bit with a fork, ‘ntt 
same kind of frosting can be made with a couple 
of broken chocolate bars or chocolate chipa. 


ONE BEAIXY fine time saver Is Mlumimaa 
foil . . . over a summer it can save hours of dish 
washing. Use it for liners for frying pans, cas¬ 
seroles, roasting pans, and so on. How long doss 
it take you to wash a greasy broiler rack? Wash¬ 
ing one used to be one of my pet hates. Now I 
put a sheet of foil on top of the rack which be¬ 
comes a throw-away after the food is cooked. And 
that's not sU . . . you can cook a whole meal la 
the oven In foil. This is one of the beat ways ef 
Bimplif>'ing meal preparation and eliminatlnf 
work. Best of all, the food tastes delktous be¬ 
cause an the natural Juices and flavors are heM 
in during the caoking. You can use any of the 
cheaper cuts of meat. too. When the meal is over 
no grea^ pot to wash. 

*rhe roast in our illustration today is a four 
pound rump or chuck, boned and rolled. Place a 
Urge piece of heavy duty Reynolds Wrap in your 
baking pan. Rub the roast with seasoned flour 
and centre It on the foil. Place under the ^roiMr 
and brown meat well on all aides, turning with a 
long handled fork once or twice. Drain off ar 
spoon out fat left In foil after brow'ning. Mix g 
quarter cup water or coffee with a teaspoon of 
bottled meat sauce and pour over meat. Plaac 
12 to 14 small carroU and about eight small pot» 
toes around the roast. Season, then .seal the foil 
at top and .lides. Roast in a moderately hot oveu 
375* for two-and-a-half hours. When done you can 
roll back the foil and serve right from>he baking 
pan. You will find that >*ery little shrinking takas 
place when meat la cooked this way. 

Short ribs or brisket are delicious done In foO. 

I tear off enough heavv* duty aluminum foil ts 
completely wrap the meat Rub the cut ^ur fact 
lightly with garlic, season with salt and freshly 
givund pepper. Place the meat in the centre ol 
the foil, fold the foil up around the meat pai8 
fashion and place under broiler. Brown weN on 
all sides. *rum the heat down to 275* R**move the 
meat from the oven and pour one third cup red 
wine over It. Close the foil, sealing all edges with 
a tight double fold to form an airtight t^ckags^ 
Place in the oven in the usual roasting position. 

I like to set it on a baking sheet. Roast for about 
three and a half hours for four pounds of meat 
Remove from foil and place on a hot wrvkig 
platter. 

Prepare the grav>* as follows . . . Poor the 
Juices into a saucepan and skim off most of the 
fat. Let simmer until slightly reduced in amount 
Taste for seasonings. This gravy is so rich you 
may want to serve it as a sauce, as the French 
do. rather than to thicken it. Of course It may be 
thickened with a mixture of flour and water ia 
the usual way. 

Short cuts are the order of the clay when 
the sun shines.

The effort of government¬ 
al expansion is to absorb 
more and more of the national 
energy, initiative, ability and 
income: and the effect of a 
crushing taxation is to drive 
out of the country all the re- 
aources that it does not absorb 
. . . the embittered taxpayer 
begins to regard taxation as 
theft.” 

It is this "danger point” 
that Dr. Paikinson feels we 
have reached and that we 
must diMpoae of. The answer, 
the author says, is Horace's 
golfien mean of moderation on 
both sides.

With 'Cultural Shock' 

Americans Learn "Overseasmanship'

•*T>0K.\’K on tid«w of gooclwm afd dollars, the Tnlted States diplomat and 
tes'hiiicuui. prenchor and tlie profesMor* are working to militarise, prosely- 
tixe, or to reorgnnfaie the Bvns of timir foreign oonsins. Mo«t of the Intler are ncH 
tuihappy to have these Ameriraa eittxens in their countries; they are, however, 
often truculent ahont the behavior and attitudes of their visitors. The fare of 
America that we see mirrored in their reactions Is not always what we wish It 
to be.** 


It Is with the behavior and 
attitudes of the one and a half 
million Americans now living 
abroad that the book. Tke 
Overseas Amertcaas, ia con¬ 
cerned; it studies the proMenu 
met by our overseas Ameri- 
catw. and It suggests methods 
of reducing these problems to 
a minimum of difficulty. 

The book la the work of 
three men. Harlan Cleveland. 
Gerald J. Mangone and John 
C Adams. 

Operating under a Carnegie 
Corporation grant, teams of 
Interviewers interrogated 244 
Americans living and working 
in six countries Iran, Ethio^ 
pia. Indonesia.. Japan, Mexico 
and Yugoslavia and they also 
talked w'lth many inhabitants 
of those same countries, cor¬ 
relating the testimony of the 
Americans with that of their 
foreign hosts. Their findings 
furnished the raw matenal 
that nas been refined to com¬ 
pose The OverMea« .Amerk w ns, 
a rarity among sociological 


studies in that It la not only 
mlo.-mative but gracefully 
written and pleasant to read. 

The crucial protdem of 
"ovenMs m a n s h I p” is. of 
course, adjustment to the alien 
culture in which the individual 
finds himself Involved. The 
American who leaves the 
United States firmly convinced 
that his system of values is 
universal aod that his code of 
conduct is the one correct c«Kle 
is headed straight for a bad 
case what the authors call 
”culture shock.” He learns 
painfully, and often with re¬ 
sentment that there are other 
ayHiems of values and other 
coden of conduct than those 
with which he has lived irr per¬ 
fect con f4denoe. 

Take the matter of time, for 
instance Americans say that 
time ia money, but for ipillions 
upon millions of earth s chil¬ 
dren it is nothing of the sort. 
Indeed, it may be expended 
lavishly. A bargain or a bu.na 
ness deal concluded quickly ia 
contemptible because of the 
brevity ol negotiations; no 


matter of importance could 
have been concluded so rap¬ 
idly. And then, of course, the 
overseas American has to deal 
with social invitationa. 

"If an American ia invited 
to an eight o'clock dinner, the 
chances are that he will ar¬ 
range to get there between five 
and fifteen minutes after 
eight. His Scandinavian friend 
will have arrlvqP on the dot 
of eight, very likely ^rrying 
a gift. A latin may politely 
come to the same dinner at 
nine, some Ethiopian might 
come even later, and a Java¬ 
nese. having courteously ac 
cepted the Invitation in order 
to av’oid any loss of face on 
the host's part, may not show 
up at all.” 

But ne must learn so much, 
if he is not to make his for¬ 
eign hosts think of Americans 
as knaves or fools or boors, 
and this book, whose authors 
believe that "the cross-cultural 
understanding required by 
Americans working overseas 
can be learned." will set his 
feet on the right path. 


Dennim. and settles down to 
live happily ever after.* 

Here's where some ingenious 
plotting by Mr. Household 
tangles the skein pretty thor¬ 
oughly. Ten years after the 
end of the war Dennim sud¬ 
denly becomes aware that 
somebody who knows of his 
Gestapo past is after his blood.

(dodos in the mailman’s hands 
as it is being delivercKl. But 
how does a,hunted man esca(>e 
from a hunter whose identity 
he doesn’t know? 

At this |X)inl the reader dis¬ 
covers what the author has 
bet'n leading up to ail along - 
a man hunt to top all man¬ 
hunts. Tbe conditions are t> p- 
icalty British no dirty trlck.s, 
no advantage to either, side, 
and the killing must be ke|>t 
clean. 

Dennim decides to flush his 
pursuer by nrroving into a lone¬ 
ly part Cotswolds. ’Hie 

stratagem works, and the two 
men finally conbont caeh 
other onthe manicured m<‘4- 
dows. 

The pursuer turns out to be 
a French underground- agent 
whose wife was killed by the 
<;eatapo and wrho has person¬ 
ally executed all those reapon- 
sib^ except Dennim. The fart 
that E>ennim is innocent of the 
charge is of no consequence at 
this |>oint. 

What matters now ia the 
other on the manlcnimd mea- 
man-to-man dud. The two 
men dismount and lake to the 
woods. The whole last quar¬ 
ter of the book is given os’er 
to a wild night of fear as the 
pair, both smiled, stalk each 
other in the dark. This is the 
kind of situation at which Mr. 
Household excels- -a tiger hunt 
in whkh the quarry is human. 

^No, I won’t tell how it all 
comes out. except to say that 
the climax is as gentlemanly 
as the author can make it. I 
ntHHl hardly add that, while 
this novel Is hardh' likely to 
win the National Book Awrard. 
It is certain to win plaudits 
from recumbent readers on 
beaches and benches all 8um> 
mer long.

who deserted at the time, and he ctoased the 
Straits to do a stint of k»ggin^^iound Puget 
Sound. Four >'ears later. Geoige slipped back 
across the line to bei'c.nve a miner at the edd 
Douglas Pit at Nanaimo. 


A QITKT <«POKEV. pkasant individual, just 
29. with grey blue eves and fair hair. Bell was of 
slight build, although navy life had lightened his 
muscles. With no vices to speak of. he was a 
haid worker, living a baihe4or existence in a 
cabin near the mine. Maybe he hadn’t giv-en 
much thought to women, .until om- day in the 
early soring of 1869. he met Annie Iwhat, a 16- 
year-old Nanaimo Indiarl maiden. Annie, a cut 
above her sisters, had koks and grace and 
modesty, arid, in her quiet, moixi^)liable way. a 
great desire to please the quiet young miner.

TYVO THOeSANO years ago. a Roman sage 
called Publius Svius coined the adage that runs: 
“Furor fit Isesa saopius patienta.” meaning, as 
Alan Mowbray is wont to i-emaik. “Beware the 
fury of a patient man.” 

Datson didn't argue: something In the smaller 
man's eye. some glint of purposeful, moral 
strength, made turn warv. 'That afteitioon Datson 
drew his pay at the mine, locked his cabin and 
headed for Nanaimo, the population at the time 
being around GOO w'hites and 850 Indians. 

Big Datson made the rounds of a few Nanaimo 
pubs arxl as he drank he smoothed his ruffled 
dignity by boasting of his exploits with Annie Bell. 
A day or two later he left for Depaiture Bay to 
see his couvln. Treg<>ning. who got him a job at 
the coal wharf. 

It wasn’t long, of (-oHrse. before word 
of IhitmHi’s bar-room bragging rea4‘hed 
tbe Douglao PR ami C^eoege Bell, wbu«»e 
w'bole being was *el>ed by ungovernable 
wbMe-hot anger. Next day- be remarked 
Id a fellow mtaer. “Fm going to kW that 
Datson.** 

It was not so murk a threat, but n 
simple Mate M R at af fa4*C 

There is evidence to show that all that day. 
arvd the next, tight-lipped, his eyes occasioivally 
clouding with tears. Bell went through a siege ol 
mental torment ha d to describe. Now and again 
his brief, low toned remarks led to one con¬ 
clusion: He planned death for the betrayer of his 
wife. 

On Tuesday. June 25. four days after his 
ultimatum to t>atson. Bell didn’t report for work 
and immediately tv'o of his frierwls. Charlie 
Alport and Jimmy Beck, servsing something 
amiss, hastened on hi)» trail to intercept him. 

Bell, spurred by his tragic .«iense of homicidal 
urgervey. followed Datson's trail until he. too, 
arrived at the Departure Bay coal wharf arrived 
aimed with a double-baneled shotgun, a hunting 
krvife ar>d a Colt revolver! 

Enquiring for Datson. he was told his enemy 
was probabl\ up ai the Hughes house. There he 
headed, ftuogtng th» salal-lined trail from the 
shore, shotgun Irr ha/rd. gun arxl knife in his belt. 


AT THE HfOHEw hou««e he kicked open the 
door, covered the wide eyed Joe Hughes with the 
muTzle of his shotgun, and ^napped coldly, 
“Where’s I>atson?“ 

Hughes' daughter. Mary, equally astonished, 
falteringlv enquired “What do vou want him 
for?” 

“I’m going to kill him!” was his quiet refrfy. 

Just at that moment, through the open win* 
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dow, came the sound of someone whistling and 
Bell, glancing out, spotted Datson alopching up 
the trail. With a warning look at Hufh^. he put 
his finger to his lips to indk^ate silence. Suddenly 
at the shotgun momentarily waver^. Hughes 
broke the tension b>- yelling “Look out, 1*ommy?’* 

Out the door like a shot went Bell, to blast 
both banels at Datson. who ducked ia time to 
escape injury. Tossing the gun aside. Bell drew 
bis revolver and as E)atsnn dodged from tree to 
tree, he achanced filing shot after shot until it 
was empty. 

With the sound of the usetesa clicking of the 
empty weapon. Datson showed himself, and when 
only half a dozen yaids sf-parated the pair. Bell 
^Kned the gun in hU belt and drawing his razor- 
edged hunting knife charged at Datson in a sort 
of loping run. 

As he thi«*w himself on his enemy. Dstson. 
In a stooping tackle, made to throw him over his 
shoulder, bu' in mid-air Bell slashed the knife 
acioss Datson’s hack. 

With an anlmal-Ilke grunt Datsor\ pitched for¬ 
ward. although still full of fight, and in the .sec¬ 
onds tha^ followed the pair w-ere lo<H(ed in a des¬ 
perate clawing, cursing, gouging encounter on the 
ground. Datson striving to hold off Bell's hand, the 
hand that held the fears<Hne seven-inch blade. 


POK MINITKR it seemed that Datson's size 
was of no avail against Bell’s savage rage. Pinally 
by superhuman effort he managed to gain posses¬ 
sion of the knife, and with a mighty heave was 
on top of Bell. 

Gasping for breath, half fainting from loss of 
blood, it' was a .sneering, malevolent Datson who 
now taunted: 

“You came to kill me, George, but now I’m 
going to kill you!” 

l^e words mu.st have spurred Bell to an all- 
out effort, for he grabbed the knife with his bare 
hand, and with a bone-cracking wTench overturned 
Datson as the knife flew from their grip. 

The tables tuined. Bell .«iiddenly grabbed the 
re>’olvfr from his beli. If it was useless as a fire* 
arm. it was still useful as a club, and with a 
ferocity that knew no bounds, Bell relentlessly 
proceeded to club the sneer from Datson’s face! • 


IT W.4^ A BRIPF but shocking performance, 
only lei miimted when the revolver' actually fell 
apart! 

Datson. with both upper and lower Jaw s broken, 
was now whimpering for mercy through toothless, 
bleeding gums; but there was no room for mercy 
in George Bell’s soul that afternoon. 

Snatching up the abandoned Itnife he fell to 
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slashing and .stabbing the home-wrecker. Maybe 
there was something moie than mere insensate 
siaahing in Bell's action; something with an ana¬ 
tomical twist. At the trial, when medical testimony 
was given about Datson's injuries. Chief Justice 
M. B. Begbie .suggested that women, and boys 
under 14. rouk) leave the courtroom if they wish<^ 
Some of the miners' wives, however, essayed to 
sit and htar it out, interested no doubt In anatomy. 


FIN'AIJ<Y, Bell's anger spent, he left his vic¬ 
tim in a welter of blObd and staggered aimlessly 
down toward the btoch. When he got theie he 
almost fell into the aims of Alpoii and Bei'k. 
whoYI arrived by canoe Just too Ute to hear] off 
Che meeting. Between his sobs and ga«>|is they 
heard hit story, then westt up the trail to pick up 
Datson and carry him to a canoe. 

“He’s dying.** said Beck quietly, after a quick 
examination ot the injured man on the bearh. 

George Bell’gave the proi|rate figure a dis¬ 
interested glance and said nothing. 

In two canoes the party Headed back for 
Nanaimo and on the way Datson, in a delirious 
moment, imagined Bell was still after him and 
tried to get out of the canoe. Fearful of it upset¬ 
ting. Alport and Be<*k held him down, and a minute 
or two later Datson struggled no more. He was 
dead. 

At Nanaimo when the story was aired, there 
was an inquest, and Bell was arrested for munler. 
Lesa than a mrmth later, in July. 1973. the pallid, 
little ex '»ailor with the grey blue, haunted eyes, 
faced Chief Justice Matthew Baillie Begbie and a 
Nanaimo Juiy. 

Barrister A Ro<*ke Robertson —at that tinw 
also ma>or of Victoria was Crown PiOfte«‘utor, 
and Bell's defence was handled by Victoria lawyer 
Geoi'ge Bishop. 

“Murder deliberately planned aiad biutally 
aooompli.she<).“ was the way Rocke Robettson 
prefaced his remarks to the jury, and went on 
to underline the fact that the murder to<»k plac-e 
four days after Bell gave Datson His ultimatum. 

IH'KINC* the hearing, a succession of witnesses 
told of hearing Bell s threats oi of seeing him at 
ivpariure Bay. All Had to confirm, however, that 
he was a man of previously good chaiactei. 

William Hunter testified to seeing Bell excil»*d 
and crying, saying he wcuild kill r>ar«on; “But 
Bell was a good, peaceable man,” he arWfd. “1 
worked with him” 

Alex Fiasei gave the same evidence; even Joe

Hughes who’d faced the muzzles af Bell's shot¬ 
gun. gave testimony to the kiilet’s good natui'e. 
Dr. Jones, who described Datson’s tuiurtes. said he

struck with “how attentive and kind Bell was to 
his wife.” 

Came a IdniTie^n interval, wtum tlie jury, ap¬ 
parently scorning food, lined up at die bai At the 
Old Flag-at Skinner and Bastion lo charge up 
their drinks to the Crown! 

Bishop did his best for his client, stresvng 
Bell’s hMpp> married life Dai^ou's intsmotia 
character. When he told the court '>f Datson's 
subsequent barroom boasts Bell bdwed hts head 
and sobbed. 


JIMMY BBC'K. who'd known Bell about eight 
years, said that the day before the niuriier. wte-a 
he met Bell, the Uttewhad apparently been w»« |> 
mg and he heard him say in a Icm toite. My 
heart is broken . , . keep away hum me . . . J 
think I'm going mad.” 

John Bryden. talking to Beil, said ilie ex-f*lof 
suddenly clenched hi« fists and looking to the --Ky 
said.

Finally, when John Schofield took the .«tand, 
bishop brought out evidence Ihat SchotleUt had 
seen Dal.son and Annie coming out of a pau*h of 
bf ush together.

THE ATOHY of ready-to-aMemble ]of houaee 
in British Columbia started, not 'surprisinfly. 
with a Danish builder who had been doinf this 
type of building In his native country before the 
Second World War. Not long after the end of hoa> 
(ilities. Aage Jensen brought his designs to Can* 
sda. formed a company In Vancouver, bought 
“peewee ' red cedar l^s. and set about pre-cutting 
them into oval diameters->tongued and grooved 
along their lengths and notched close to the ends. 
Ease of assembling and suitability to Che British 
Columbia woods from which their matei^ls 
sprang stlrsctod the attention of many a clo-it* 
yourself summer cottage builder, and the name 
Pan Abode became a familiar one. 

To Canadian# aocustonMNl to thinking of irtsu* 
lation only as msterlsl introduced in a hollow 
space between an interior and an exterior wall, 
the information that prefabricated log houses are 
sold and lived in comfortably as far north as Fro¬ 
bisher Bay and as far aa east as Halifax might 
come as a considerable surprise. The north woods 
of Quebec and Ontario, too. traditional stamping ^ 
grounds of the lumberjack who can make his axe 
talk, are seeing their ahare of the British Colum¬ 
bia-built pre-fabs coming in. 


FOR fXMHFORT In year-round dwellings, logs 
whose diameter dimensions are four by seven are 
recommended. These have double tongues and 
double grooves, compared with the single tongue- 
snd-groove three by six-inch style which most of 
us have seen being assembled as summer cottages. 

T. J. De La Mare, in whose attractive, teak* 
furnished log house 1 gto moat of my Information, 
was one of the first in Victoria to see the possi¬ 
bilities of the pre-fabrlcated togs for an all-year 
residence. Later, he became associated with the 
firm. 

His home crowns a rocky eminence overlooking 
the sea at Ten Mile Point, and consists of 1.450 
square feet. It centres around a 25-foot lengthy 
living room, generously windowed to admit the 
southern sun. Inside and on its north wall, the 
finish is natural varnish. Facing the sun. Mr. 
De La Mare has found out. like many a builder 
before and since, there isn't tr varnish made that 
doesn’t require a very large pocketbook for the 
upkeep of constant peeling. His solution has been 
to paint the logs In two pleasing tones of green— 
a total of four coats in four years. 


HOW I>0 YOL* ^uch a house? “You 

really slam It together." Joints are not fitting 
joints, like those we all remember on childrens 
toy logs, but must be pounded sp that * 0 ”***“ 
will actually bite into grooves and the same will 
happen with the notch-and saddle corner joints. 
The reason for this is that the logs are not kiln- 
dried. If they are used very shortly after being 
received by the builder, their moisture content is 
a maximum of 18 per cent. 

The essence of success In this form of build¬ 
ing is that the logs must be allowed to settle. In 
seven feet, the normal height from floor to eaves, 
the settlement Is abeut two and a half Inche^ 
Provision is made for this: above wimtows and 
doors and just beneath the roof, oakum Is lightly 
kid in. As the house settles, the packing becorn^ 
tighter. Door and window framings are not nailM 
to the logs, except at the bottom. Any **^*^*'^ 
fittings which are attached to the walls must be 
arranged in such a way that they do not interfere 


with the settling. Thia la a very old and.tried 
principle of horizontal (Norwegian: "laft") con¬ 
struction in Scandinavia. The pressure of the roof 
weight tightens joints. With the machine-cut 
tongue-and-grooving replacing the necesaarily less 
accurate groove made by the axe-man, the need 
for woollen cloth or other calking material be¬ 
tween the logs la of course eliminated. 


ROOF DECKING is attached directly to fir 
puilines (horizontal beams nmning the length of 
the houae). The only traditional “insulation" 
r>eeded is applied directly on top of the solid 
tongue-and-groove deck, followed immediately by 
the roofing. Pitch considered suitable to allow for 
the settling of the logs may range from flat to 
four and a half in twelve. 

Any roofing material recommended for the 
.specific pitch may be used to suit the taste of the 
builder. 

Pre fabricated log houses may be erected on any 
foundation suitable for a frame house: basement, 
slab, crawl space. Naturally they are not suitable 
for plastering or similar interior treatment where 
the slight variation of the logs with increases and 
decreases In moisture would cause cracking. If 
you particularly want to line, say. a bathroom, the 
wall material is attached to firring .strips which 
are separate from the log construction. 

According to Mr. De La Mare, “We are making 
the job as reasonably simple as possible, and en¬ 
courage a man to be his own buil^r. He may be a 
real worry- w-art for a few days, but you may be 
sure he’ll study the instructions and ask questions 
until he's sure he understands what he’s doing." 

Even a professional, on the other hand, can get 
into trouble by assuming that the book of instruc¬ 
tions is “just for aniateurs" and to.s.sing it away 
after he’s glanced at the first page. He shouldn’t. 
Everything In the book needs to be read and 
understood 


APART FROM appearance, one of the most 
appealing features of the pre fabricated log house 
is the speed of eonstructlon possible. 5?<mie(hing 
of a record in full sized houses was achieved in 
the building of Major George Wiggan’s. 1.8.50 
square foot house. Nine weeks from the day the 
house in which he was living burned, he moved 
into his piesent very attractive modern log home 
with Its huge picture windows on the sea. 

Of course this type of timing takes rather 
expert split-second airang^nents with plumbers, 
electi Icians, and others involved. But It can be 
done. 

There are apparently few limitations as to the 
size of building which can be constrticted success¬ 
fully. From change-houses, familiar to those visit¬ 
ing parks,’ all the way up to a new church in Dun¬ 
can and to a hotel of between 7 and 8.0n0 square 
feet in Hay River. Alberta, the old fashiorred k>g 
look made by modem machinery adapts well. 

In British Columbia, all plans are custiwn made, 
with the exception of standard sized garages suid 
other smaH ouUdings In which no variation is 
needed. To date, custom making has i-esulted in the 
accumulation of between 2 and 3.000 plans, fiom 
which any new builder is at liberty to onlei if he 
wishes. 

For some years now. ttie Canadian firm has 
been In the capable hands of a lumber exp<-it, 
Dr. A. B. Steiner. The original founder now oper¬ 
ates a separate company south of the line. With 
the great resurgence of interest in natural wood 
building in recent years, the application of mfxlern 
machinery and pre-fabrication methods brings the 
dream of the log cabin much closer than the broad- 
axe. the chisel and the adze.

Mr. Spelger took 
me into the toy department of their store, and 
told me I could pfek out anything 1 liked for my 
birthday present What a dilemma? Finally I 
settled on a toy that had appeared for the first 
time that year aomething called a Teddy Bear. 

I believe mine was one of the first in Victoria 
and 1 cherished him for yeara 


RI.IZABETB was a delicate child and for a 
long time was confined to bed and the doctors 
were unable to help her. Finally her trouble was 
diagnosed as tubercular hip and it was deckled 
to operate and remove the diseased part of the 
bone. Elizabeth was very fond of my brother. 
'Gus". and nearly broke her father’s hrart when 
she .said she wanted Gus to hold her hand when 
she went under the anaesthetic, becau.se she said 
her father smelled too strongly of tobacco. He 
never touched it again! 

The operation left Elizabeth with one leg 
shoiter than the other, and she had to wear a 
shoe with s built-up sole. But once she had re- 
covenHl from the operation she never looked ha<*k. 
Bhe danced, she swam, she skated. She caught 
up in her st hod work and eventually giaduated 
fiom Bryn Muwr. She was about as big as a 
minute, hut she drove a big Buick car around 
the Seattle hills In a way that made my hair 
.stand on end -and not from the effect of the 
wind in an open car. 

But during the >>ars she lay In b**d. slic did a 
lot of reading and a lot of the books she read 
were al.HO given to me. I don't know if some of 
these were ever popular In Victoria. 

After The Wizard of Oz** came **Ozna of Oz." 
and a whole series of '*Oz" books, and 1 loved 
them all. For years I regretted going to see the 
[picture. 'Tiie W'Uard of Oz.** with the raucous 
Judy Garland as the charming Dorothy, but 
eventually moet of the picture faded 'from my 
mind, and I was able to regain my childish 
memory of Doroth>'. 

ANOTHRR ‘SERIES I enjoyed was the tales 
altoul Billy Whiskers, the hig black billy goat, 
rtui adventuivs started In the San Francisco earth¬ 
quake and to get away from it. he followed the 
railroad track ea.st. When nearly across the 
trestle across Great Salt L.ake. a train appioached 
and he had to Jump for hla life, only to find that 
he couldn’t sink in the briny water! 

Then there was the 8tor>' of "The Ginger¬ 
bread Man.” who came to life when he w.is taken 
from the oven, and set out to see the world. 
I>ui ing hia travels, he arrived at the castle of a 
king who had a wonderful horse It had heads 
at both ends of its body but only two legs In the 
rnnkUe. The two heads could never agree as to 
which one should go forward and which back 
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w^rrt. » tfn- poor king rirvor got ver>' for whon 
he tried to go for a ride! 

Also through Elizabeth I became acquainted 
with the series I loved best of all — the “Little 
CekmH’* books. The first story toM of a little 
girl (indijig her way into the grounds of a beau¬ 
tiful Kentucky estate owned by a lonely, one- 
armcMl. embittered veteran of the Civil War. who 
had disowned his only daughter, because she had 
run awsy and married a despised Northerner. 
Of course, the child turned out to be Colonel 
Lloyd’s granddaughter and through her. father 
and daughter and her sick husband were recon¬ 
ciled and they ail lived together in the beautiful 
estate of the Locusts. 


AFTRR that, the series began with the IJttle 
Colonel doing ail the things X ever wanted to do 
- and couldn't. She rode horseback, she had 
bouse parties, she went to boarding school, she 
traveled in Europe. She saw very Httle of the 
aeamy side of life snd when she did she was pro¬ 
foundly shocked by It. When she grew up. to 
her own great surprise she msrried the boy next 
door, for she had atwayp looked for a knight In 
shining armor to come riding from aome lar-off 
place. 

I identified myself so completely with the 
characters that, to me. they became more real 
than many^f the people I saw around me every 
day. 

In my first year In high achool there was a 
girl in Ihe class frdm WsHa Walla, Washington, 
of all places whose brown eyes and brown carls 
so exactly fitted my imaginary idea of one of the 
characters that I even asked her if her name was 
Betty l^ewis. It wasn’t, of course, snd though I 
was in the same room with her for several months 
I have forgotten everything about her, including 
her name, except the fact that she reminded nse 

of the completely imaginar>’ Betty l^ewLs. 

Another family that cam ■ into the aeries w|w 
that of Ihe widou^ Mrs. Ware, who had been a 
school friend of Ihe Uttk* Colonel’s mother. The 
family had falk*n on hard times but had taken a 
saying of the Vicar of Wakefield as their motto. 
**1^ us kei^p inflexll>le. and fortune will at last 
change in our favor.** It took s long time to 
change, hut when it did. MXry Ware, a younger 
daughter who had never w*om anything but 
hand me d<»wns. found herself in a department 
stoic clutching an armful of new dresses and 
ch.inting to herself. “Fortune has at last. For¬ 
tune ha.s at last. Fortune has at last, changed,in 
our fa vor!’* to Ihe great amusement of the 
cuHiomtTs. 


I IM>NT KNOW WHETHER I got the books 
shot tty after each one uas published but I was 
given one every birthiiay and one everx’ Christmas. 
Just before my birthday and before Christmas. 
I'd reread the series from the beginning, then 
read them In reverse order after 1 had finished the 
now one, I gave the books away years ago and 
have often wondered if other r«*aders g*>t as miK’h 
pleasiire out of them as I did. I have no desire to 
reread them. I’m afraid I might destroy an illu¬ 
sion. 

Of course, all my books didn’t come from 
Seattle. Mrs. Luke Pither. our next-door neigh¬ 
bor. was ver>' generous. She gave me some of 
th Beatrix Potter books, starting with **Peter 
Rabbit.- and what little gems of books they were. 
'They were re printed a few wars ago. 

Her daughter. Ruth, gave me Frances Hodgson 
Burmdt’s "The .Secret Garden.” to my mind a 
much b«*lter story than the more famous "Uttle 
Lord Fauntleroy.'* 


EVERY YT.Kn Mrs. Pither also gave a copy of 
Chums to my brothers and the Girls* Own Annual 
to my sister. I loved Chums but there was very 
little in the “Girls Own” that I wanted to bother 
with I’d Just read that when I had run out of 
anything else. I never read the Captain Frank

Shaw stories in Chums about England's imagin¬ 
ary wars with practically every European nation 
and Japan, but 1 loved the & Walkey stories about 
pirates and the Spanish Mam. Also the stories of 
the dashing Jack-o-Lsintem during Ihe French 
revolution, who. long before the ^arlet Pim¬ 
pernel. snatched intended victims from under the 
blade of the guillotine. And it wasn’t discloaed 
tlU the last page in the first story*, that the reason 
he could perform so many almost miraculous 
deeds, was that he was twins! 

There were numerous other stories, of course, 
and games, cartoons and puzzles, all very enter¬ 
taining. Ttief'e were stories of English public 
school life which I took to be factual. One series 
concerned three boys called Injy, Mimi gnd Dum¬ 
dum. Injy was so-called because he was a con¬ 
tortionist whose Joints seemed made of India 
rubber. Mimi was a mimic and a ventriloquist, 
and Dumdum could fake a terrible stammer. 
Amongst them, of course, they played awful 
pranks on their masters, fellow pupU.s. and tbe 
townspeople, and Justice only oooasionally caught 
up with them. 


IN MV SECOND YEAR In high school T made 
friends with a girl named^dith Birkett who als4>, 
through an older brother, was addicted to Chums. 
We thought It would be fun if we could have a 
first hand account of the kind of goings-on we 
read of In Chums, but how to do it? My grand¬ 
parents had left England in the IMOs and 50*8 
and I had no knou'n English relatives. But Edith’s 
parent's were English born and she had EInglish 
'^ouMins. So they were pressed into service- with¬ 
out the knowlei^ge of our mothers, needless to say, 
who would have frowned on such a project. 

By and b>. two letters arrived aent on by 
Editli's cousin. We jead them eagerly but some¬ 
how they didn’t seem to be up to the amusing 
standai'd of Injy. Mimi and Ehimdum. Then a third 
leMer rume. written by one Hywell W'aters. tn 
which he started in by aaying that he thought 
it would be fun to write to "someone of the oppo¬ 
site M*x.” I looked at Eklith and Edith looked at 
me. .Somehow* or other we had never thought of 
the project in that light, and by mutual consent, 
it wa.« dir>pped. I have always had a grudge 
against Hywell >— what business had anyone to 
have a name like that? and if he is still alive to¬ 
day I hope, he finds it out. 

'Tliere were lots of books in the house btdong- 
ing to my older brothers and sisters. My motlu-r 
^usivl to set me to dusting the sitting room but I 
would .start w'ith the bookcase and that would be 
the end of the dusting. 

My sister had most of the Elsie books and I 
read them because the>' were there but I never 
really cared for them. I remember a guest coming 
to a party one time, thinking it was a birthday 
party, and bringing a present for me. And how 
disappointed I was when I found that it was not 
only an EUsie book, but one I had already read. 
All the Alcott books wrere there and I knew 

them pretty well by heart.

A TfWUUHi (XMtPANY came to VictorU one 
tinae with a stage version of *Tsltt]e Women.* and 
I was breatkleaa with excitement at the thought 
of seeing all the well known characters on the 
stage. 1 don't kx»ow whether 11 was a third-rate 
company or 1 expected too mu<^. but none of the 
stage characters bore any reacmblance to my 
mental concepts and 1 almost cried with diaap- 
polntment when the suppoaedly tall, daric. hand¬ 
some and curly-haired Laurie was played by a 
short man with straight, blond hair. And H didn’t 
even s eem funny when Amy talked about a *napse 
of Wmguey** which, for years, had been one of my 
favorite quotations. 

The other girls* boc^ I liked were "What 
Katy Did* and "What Katy Did Next,* but mostly 
I preferred boys' books. There were a couple 
of shelves of G. A. Henty and Alger books, though 
I dWnt care much for the latter. There was also 
R M. Ballantyne's aetles about •'Tbe Three Mid- 
'ahipmen.** Also ’T^om Brown’s School Days* and 
even “Eric, or Little by L4ttle.** 

My Grandmother Gowen also had a whatnot 
flUed with books, moat of them weighty lon>es 
with the kind of print guarantaed to ruin any one^ 
eyes and including a lot of poetry. Amongst them 
I found “Queechy," The Lamplighter* and the 
"Wide, Wide World.* The only thing 1 remember 
about them is that the heroine in the latter shed 
buckets of tears on every page till I wished she 
would drown herself in them. I also found “Dora 
Thome* and •'Wife in Name Only** there and one 
or two other books like them. But the 
I was. I realized they were meretricious ese#!! 
I didn’t know the word for them, for I never iden- 
-tlfied myself with any of the characters. 

MY tlKANDMOTHK* had another book I 
liked to look at. It wa.s called Tour 
tex.” and showed a nuin in old-fashioned ooihes 
and a wig which he always seemed to be yo»mg. 
Many years afterwards. I read that this book wm 
a parody of “Dr. Samuel Johnstons Journey lo 
the Hebrides." This book is now in my poss^ 
Sion and I find that the Ulustrslions that so fa^in- 
ate<i me are by Rowlandson. The book roust have 
been a beat seller of lu time, for my cop> is a 
ninth edition. 

We also had a number, but not all. of Dickens 


works and I was particularly fond of ‘Tficholas 
Nickleby." \fter 1 had read It through I used to 
keep K hidden In the bathroom. Somehow or 
oth^ I always had to go there as soon as supper 
was over and oddly enough a chapter or two of 
Nicholas used to coincide with the time that it took 
to do the dishes. After I had read It through twice 
I used to pick it up just to read in the bathtub. 
My family took a dim view of such a proc e eding, 
and It comforted roe greatly in later years when 
I read that Lord Tennyson waxed almost lyrical 
in his praise of the same pastime. 


I HAD A friend. Bessie Greenwood, who was 
as much a bookworm as I was. Her father also 
had hundreds of books, which was an added at¬ 
traction. I'd go to her house on a Saturday after¬ 
noon. we’d say “Hello* to each other, then she'd 
get a book and I'd get a book and we’d both read 
io companionable silence till it was time for me 
to go home, usually w’ith some books I was bor¬ 
rowing. ' 

One summer I kept a diary. Most of it read. 
“Went to Bessie Greenwood's and brought home 
sonte books. * Then each day's entry would be 
about the book I had read. That summer I think 
1 read nearly all of Sir Waltbr Scott and I don't 
know what else beside. “Waverley” bored me 
and also annoyed me. The author was always 
saying how Waverley charmed everyone with his 
brilliant conversation but hardly gave him a thing 
to say in the whole book. I much preferred 
“Quentin' Durward" and "Guy Mannering" and A 
even “Anne of Geiersteln." 

ANOTIIKK St'MMES I read ah of .Shake¬ 
speare’s plays. I can't say that I really appreci¬ 
ated them but at least I had some idea of what 
they were all about. 

When X first entered high school I had Frederic 
Wood for a teacher, unfortunately for only a few 
weeks as he was soon transferred to the new 
University of British Columbia. One of the first 
things he did was to ask the class what they were 
reading. From moat of the pupils he drew a 
blank, a couple of the girls said they were read¬ 
ing Berta Ruick and I saM 1 was reading “The 
Scarlet Letter.* If he was surprised he didn’t 
show It but c<mimended me for my choice. 1 
can’t remember now what word I thought the 
letter *A*, that Heater Pr>'nne wore, stood for, 


but I know that It wasn’t “adulteress," and 1 
couldn't haw known what that word meant any- 
way. 

Mr. Wood introduced me to “Stalky and Com¬ 
pany’’ which he read to the class. Later on I 
bought all of Kipling's works but “Stalkey’’ re¬ 
mained the favorite and I almost wore out my 
copy 1 read it so many times. 

It was when I got a library card that 1 took 
to hiding the occasional book. I was very fond 
of historical novels and history and would some¬ 
times pick out rather odd things. It ws-h during 
this period that I read To Have and to Hold,", 
“Mlcah Clarke”. “Under the Red Robe”, “Dorothy 
Vernon of Haddon Hall* and others of that ilk. 
One of them was the popular **When Knighthood 
Was In Flower.* 


WHEN THK Qt’EBlTON of a title for Anthony- 
Armsfrong-Jones was brought up, I was intrigued 
to learn that the title suggested was the one be¬ 
stowed on Charles Brandon, the hero of the latter 
book when he married Princess Mary, the younger 
sister of Henry VIU. The English are incurable 
romanticists. 

One time I had brought home an historical 
item dealing with the court of Austria and the 
famous affair of Crown Prince Rudolf and the 
Countess Vaiie Vetsera. My cousin. Annie 
Faiish, was visiting us from Vancouver and she 
asked me what 1 was reading. When 1 told her 
she said, ’*Oh. my God!’ 

It seems that 1 had stumbled onto a book that 
was con.sidered very hot stuff in its day. 

A.s it happened 1 had told my mother some ot 
the incidents in the book but I never mentioned 
one particular one. This told of a certain Arch¬ 
duke appearing at the head of the grand staTi^ase 
leading to the ballroom at the height of a court 
ball He was TM)t only roaring drunk and waving 
his sword arourul his head but he wa.s rUd in 
nothing but his high-pollshcd army boots, his 
sword belt and his high shaka 

Somehow or other. I felt that my mother 
W’ouldn’t approve of such an incident. The main 
implications in the story itself had gorie right over 
my head Sftmetimes. like the title of the old 
radio show used to say, “It Pays to Be Ignorant**

Medal May Mark 
City’s Birthday 


'^KTORIA NumlMinatio Society U 
^ making to proctiKv a »pM*iaJ 

to mark the 100th birthday of 

the City of Virtoria which falU in 190*^. 

A special committee haa been appointed to look 
into the Wink, which it not inconsiderable 

Some m montha away may teem a long t»me 
hut when tite'magnitude of the task is considered 
it It little enough. 

The decision to look Into the problems wa.H 
ma<le in the light of the society’s artistic and 
numismatic rfbi-cesa with the very fine me^laTpro 
duo*d to mark British Columbia's centenary in 
19M 

I.4ttle .solid information la available at pres 
ent. but tt seems quite safe to assume the medal 
will be of the same high quality as the B.C. cen¬ 
tennial meiial. 

This was produced at the Royal Mint in Eng 
land with the design qt Humphrey Paget who 
designed King f>orge Vi’s coinage. His initials 
may n*adily be found on a number of Caruidian 
c<iins in everyday use. 

And. again, the new medal will almost surely 
He issued in more than one metal and in very lim¬ 
ited quantities. 

The silver B.C. centennial medal, for instance, 
was rqstricted to 900 copies. It sold originally 
for $ff and today is worth some $;20, two years 
later. 

A ai»Ud gold copy of the medal waa presented 
to Princess Margaret when she visited Victoria in 
]95d ar>d a sper ial striking of 50 silver copies of 
the medal was ordered by the City of' Victoria 
to t»e presented to leading citizens. 

Probably, the Victoria Numismatic Socmy will 
attempt to have Paget design the Victoria cen¬ 
tenary medal If plans mature. 

Psgei Is a sculptor and designer who accepts 
commissions through the British Royal Mint. 

When Ihe society decides to go ah»>ad with the 
medal and picks a rough design for it. the real 
work begins. 

Paget, or wh(>e%’er accepts the comml.Hsion. 
must translate sketclies from the society into laige 
plaster models. 


The.se will be traced on a fine reducing lathe 
apd cut into soft steel. The rough dies. ,still in 
siift steel, will be finished by hand by craftsmen 
at the Royal Mint. 

Then they will be hardened and tempered to 
become master puncheons, from which the actual 
working dies will be prepared. 

Set.s of the new medal will be available by sub¬ 
scription through the Victoria Numismatic So 
cieiy. Paget's work on the B.C. centennial modal 
was so well-received that the National Archives 
in Ottawa ord«*red a set for its collection.

H’ATC'H your dollar bills more closely in the 
next few months. 

For the first time in the history of Canada 
there are two banknote printing companies pro¬ 
ducing the same bill. 

The British-America Bank Note Company and 
the Canadian Bank Note Company Limited are 
both pioneer firms in the field and they have 
shared the Canadian banknote business between 
them. 

7*he Canadian Bank Note Company has had 
the contract to print $1 bills for many years, but 
the demand for the bills has grown .so much that 
the Royal Canadtan Mint has contracted with the 
B-A company toAprlnt some. 

This, of course. Is good news for numismatii^ts 
who are intcre^tM In Canadian hills- there is a 
possibility that there will be slight variations 
between the bills printed by the two firm.s. 

And. of course, there will be two different bills 
to collect, in any case, instead of oite. 


ON’K of the world’s smaller countries. Mexico, 
is one of the best so far as many numismatists are 
concerned. 

Where many countries don't produce any gold 
coins, and a few produce one. or two at the very 
most. Mexico for years has produced a range of 
gold coins in the 2‘s, 5. 10. 20 and 50peso de¬ 
nominations. 

The government also produced a one-peso gold 
coin lor some yeai^s, but discontinued k 

* * * 

THR WAY of the coin designer Is hard and 
treacherous sometimes. 

The silver rupee struck In India in 1911 ia a 
prime example. The portrait of King Ceorge V 
showed the King-Emperor wearing an order whict* 
Includes a small elephant In Its design. 

Because the engraver cut the die so that the 
trunk of the elephant wa.s almost Invisible, mem¬ 
bers of ofie religious sect felt the animat was a 
pig. which they considered unclean and objection¬ 
able. 

.So the entire issue of many thousands of allver 
•*pig'" rupees had to be withdrawn from circu¬ 
lation. new dies cut and « new striking issued. 

It wasn’t quite as silly as it might appear to 
us. The Indian Mutiny, when the Bengal Army 
mutinied en masse, was cau.sed because British 
cartridges were protected with a grea.sed paper. 
The soldiers thought the grease was from pork, 
though in actual fact It was from mutton, and ob¬ 
jected to putting them to theh* mouths to tear off 
the pap(*r covering, as th4*y were instructed.

George Bell, sat Jn 
hi.s Bastion Street cell, reading, talking to an 
ocvasional Nanaimo visitor, and getting some 
comfort fiMm the visits of the Rev. William 
Pollard. 


MN.ALI.V came 6.30 on the morning of 
November 5. and Bell, who .slept fitfully through 
the night, arose to wash and dress himself. He 
wa.s quite calm, and only wanted a cup of tea 
for breakfast. Then the pri.son blacksmith came 
to knock off hU leg-irons with hammer and 
chisel, and minutes later the hangman entered 
the cell to tie his hands behind hi.s bark. Bell, 
noticing how he fumbled, remarked with a smile, 
"NerNous?" The hangman nodded. 

"Hangman" perhaps needs a little explanation. 

Although B.C. had been part of Canada all of 
18 month.s. the East, it seems, was still too far 
away — without a railroad — lo bother about 
Canada’s official executioner. Instead the local 
jail warden followed the pa.st custom of going 
down the cell block In the Bastion Street prison 
asking each prisoner if he wanted the job. Anyone 
who volunteered had hU sentence automatically 
cancelled. 


This time, however, the plan didn't work: no 
prisoner vrould take the job! The sheriff had to 
go round town for a candidate, and he eventually 
came up with someone. 

At 8 a.m. a guard opened the I.4ngley Street 
gate to the stockade opposite a door to the 
Debtors' Prison and Invited the general public 
in. About 150 spectators wandered into the yard 
to line up around the fence, and a minute later 
Bell stepped out from an Iron-barred door to walk 
firmly across the enclosure to the scaffold. 

With no sign of nervousness he climbed up the 
steps, and as he steod on the platform, a rope 
around his neck, it was just a quarter past eight 
when a black hood was slipped over his head. 
Now. along with the Rev. Pollard and the sheriff 
were two hooded figures. One of them suddenly 
stepped over to a lever . . . and the other dropped 
to Eternity!

AS A brisk and cUlIy wind whipped In from 
over Ihe harbor, the crowd slowly dispersed, until 
only lawyer George Bishop remained; remained 
the requisite hour before his client could be cut 
down, to claim the body and bury It at his own 
expen.^e. 

Thus died George Bell, on Guy Fawkes Day, 
1872 . . . the first white man to be hanged on 
Vaucouver Island. 

A we«*k or two ago I went up to Departure 
Bay to retrace again the t>assion-scarred trail of 
Datson and Bell: and I noticed, .still visible at low . 
tide, on a long low gravel bar. the fang-like stumps 
that are all that remain of the old Dtinsmuir 
wharf. Near It are now spacious beachside 
houses. circIfKl by Marine Drive, aiKl above on the 
hillside an ever-expanding suburb outside Nanaimo 
that is one of Island's beauty spots. 

It was only a couple of ippnths ago that the 
provincial department of mines rang down Ihe 
Bnal curtain on the 88-year-old story of blood and 
pa.ssion at the pit head. A mile or so west of 
Cha.se Riyer they sealed up forever. Tor safety’s 
sake, the entrance to the old Douglas Pit the pit 
. George Bell left one morning . . . only to descend 
into a deeper one!

The conmander of the l.TOWon barkenlim 
Bear, at anchor off St. Michael in Alaaka, loat no 
time. Cramminc on aail and utilizing every ounce 
of power from hia ship's auxUian. cneinea. he 
raced his tiny vessel throu«h weU over 1,000 miles 
of dansero.s rock-strewn waters, among the 
hazardous Aleutian lalamh. to Kodiak. 

That the Bear was hi time to help in the rescue 
opeietions la now a matter af history. 

But she has another claim to fame. No adven¬ 
ture. no storm, no disaster and no dedaion of man 
has so far been able to destroy her! 

Built at Dundee. Scotland, and Uunched in 
18T4, the Bear has recently been recondiUoned and 
is once more engaged in seal fishing, an occupa- 
tiofi which has been aptly described as "the hard¬ 
est. bloodiest annual hunt in the world.’* 

-She Is a ship which refuses to die. a ship 
which has been used for years in tbe toughest 
marine tasks ever known. She has been "retired" 
three times, involved in countless storms, used la 
hazardous resanie operations, sailed into frecoing 
waters full of Icebergs, and has been written oft 
as ''unaeaworthy." Neither ice battles nor a coUl- 
aion could break her . . . 


THAT THIS 198'foot three-master was built 
tough is obvious. Her hull, for instance, waa 
formed of six-indi itrakes of oak bolted to Scottiah 
oak riba with Swedish iron. Her two decks were 

solid teakwood. The toughest wood known_ 

Australian iron bark waa used to sheath her 
sides, while her bottom was of yellow pine coated 
with copper paint. Her bows were enormously 
strong, being constructed of heavy oak Ambers 
to strengthen her against the perils of sailing 
through ice. 

Being bum at a time when salt was giving way 
to steam, the BHir was equipped with both, which 
combined to give her a spe^ of nine knots. 

Sailing from Dundee, the Bear began her adven¬ 
turous Hfe In the icy sealing grounds, of the North 
Atlantic, operating from St. John's, Newfoundland. > 
Then'fate. In the shape of the Ul-fated Greely 
Expedition, intervened. While the Bear was yet 
on a routine return voyage to St. John’s, she waa 
purchased for bl00.a00 by a Uni|pd States consul 
who had been searching desperately for a rescue 
ship for the Greely survivors. Using the sealer 
Pn>leus — the Bear's sister ship. Incidentally — 
Gieely had sailed in 1881 to explore the Arctic. In 
early 1884 it was learned that the expedition had 
loat Ms supply ship crushed and sunk by Ice— 
end was starving on lee-Wocked Ellesmere Lsland 
Along with two other vessels, the Bear battled 
north against Ice-Boes and icebergs, ultimately 
leaching EJleamere Island safely. By then, only 
aeven of the original 25 members of the expedition 
were still alive, the others having died through 
hardship and starvation. 

mONH'ALf-Y, the Bear's potentUIltles as an 
Arctic patrol ship were not immediately realized, 
and she was about to be sold when the VS, 
Revenue .Service — now the U.S. Coaat Guard — 
requested her transfer to that department. 

That waa the first stage in a new sphere of 
operation for the Bear. As USRMS Bear, ahe 
reached San Francisco in 1886. via Rio Janeiro 
and the stormy hazardous route round Cape Horn. 
Almost immediately her Captain Fengar was 
ordered to sail to the Pribilof Islanda to take part 
In a rescue operstion. This was the first of many 
annual Arctic trips extending over some 39 yeara- 
with only one interruption- and which Included 
every conceivable kind of»resrue. asaistance. in¬ 
vestigation and patrol. 

And how diverse, how exciting, how penkn^ 
how monotonous at times, were the tasks assigns 
to her! For Instance, cruising between remw 
coastal villages and laolaled ootpoots. ahe deliv¬ 
ered mail and supplies, carried mlaalonaries and 
teacher as well as stranded theatrical folk 

On one occasion she transported an ent^ ^ 
grating Eskimo village, with the tents pitchy 
00 deck. _ . ., 

Indeed, over much of the Bering Sea patrol.

BVBN ON AHOBB the Bear exercised great 
power and prestige. Many totfgh, law-breaking 
characters seeking their fortunes In the roaring 
gold-rush camps of Alaskan coasts, found them¬ 
selves under arreet and clapped'lnto irons aboard, 
for return south for trial. Her captain brought 
law and order to many normally ^ulet fishing 
villages. 

Most romantic occasions were those when a 
native boat wouM be seen approaching the Bear 
from a village, flying from a pole a pair of trous¬ 
ers arul a pettiest. With what pleasure, then, 
would the captain perform a marriage ceremony 
on the quarterdeck. ar>d later take part in the 
festivities! 

It was during the early years of this part of 
the Beer's service that she took part in the most 
dramatic of all her many rescue opeiationa. a 
rescue which, by some odd quirk of chance, was 
made possible through a previous assignment. 
This latter was the ferrying of reindeer from 
Siberia to found a herd as a continuing source 
of meat and hide in Alaska, thereby replacing 
the wild caribou which, by then (the ISBO's), 
had been seriously depleted. 

Then, early in November, 1897, came the elec¬ 
trifying news that nearly 900 whalers were 
stranded at Barrow Point in northernmost Alaska. 
Their ships, frozen in. could not move and the 
crews were in danger of starvatioa. 

The Bear, under Captain Tuttle, was assigned 
to rescue operations. Captain Tattle outfitted 
and provisioned his ship for the long and peril¬ 
ous winter trip. Meanwhile, a volunteer over¬ 
land relief expedition had been formed. This 
relief force boarded the Bear and she sailed north¬ 
wards. ultimately reaching Cape Vartceuver. There 
the expedition landed and set off on its hazard¬ 
ous Journey over hundreds of miles of mountains, 
ice-cov*ered bays and frozen tundra, driving be¬ 
fore them herds of reindeer to provide food for 
the stranded whaling crews at Barrow Point 

How that relief force reached the .starving 
whalers is an epi6 story which cannot be retold 
here. Suffice to say that, when at last the Bear 
reached Barrow Point the fullowjng August, it 
was to find that the commanding officer of the 
relief force, a man named Jarvis, had evenrthing 
under control By the time the Bear ariived back 
at Seattle she had been absent on this rescue 
operation for nearly 10 months. 

DirBING m FimftT decade of the aOih cen¬ 
tury, tbe Beor took part hi dangerous sMu- 
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atkms. An Arctic patrol was cOt short when 
she was involved in a coT'sion with a schooner 
•^but survived without serious damage. Later 
came the Mt. Katmai eruption on Kodiak Island 
and her part In rescue work there, followed, iwa 
years latqy. by another rescue operation, that 
of the cr ew of the Karluk which was engaged 
upon a Canadian Arctic expedition. , 

Then, it seemed, fate struck a cruel blow 
against this stout ship. She wa.« decommissk>n<'d 
and given to the city of Oakland. Calif., fur us# 
as a museum! 

But not even a pennanent ‘^retirement** could 
keep the Bear out of active service. A lew years 
later she was used in the Cikn ‘The .Sea WolL* 
And then she waa retired a second hme, seenos 
ingiy destined to roL 

Meanwhile, Rear Admiral Richard Byid had 
been searching both coasts of North Am«rica 
for a stout wooden ship to use on his pioposcd 
1933 expedition to the Antarctic. 

It was the Bear he chose, renaming hef tha 
Bear of Oakland to honor the city which had 
sold him their wondetful oHAseum ship. Thai 
Byrd made history we know. Yet even he did 
not expect the Bear to survive. 

“I know* I was never In worse ice," he wiota. 
"It couldn't have been worse!** Yet B>'rd nuiiMged 
to explore 1,100 miles of uncharted coaMline ia 
the Antarctic and returned safely to a great web 
come in Washington, using this "ancient*' ship. , 


M'RING THIS TRIP, inddentally. the PesT 
established a record run of 12 days for the 
mile Journey from Dunedin. New Zealand, to the 
Bay of Whales. Anarctica. 

Again the Bear was retired but not for long. 
World war came and the Bear -was called to 
undertake a new duty, that of patrolling the Ab 
lantic. On one occasion she towed into Bustoo 
a captured German supply ship. 

When peace came H se emed that this fine, 
old ship must surely retire tor good. Indeed, she 
did a short "stretch on the beach" before a Halb 
fax. Nova Scotia. shi|>ping company bought her 
from tbe government in 1946. Since then, she 
has been thoroughly reconditioned, fitted with a 
new and more powerful diesel engine, and geiv 
erally made suitable tor the tough task of hunb 
Ing seals. 

In a personal note to the writer, a diiectog 
of this shipping company says: "We had her 
surve>ed a couple of months back, sml were 
assured she is in much better condition than 
most wood vesels around our coast, and good 
for 25-30 years yet.** 

And this Is the ship whose seaworthiness wad 
questioned In the early 1920’s._ 
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THOMAS BURNES WAS A MAN WITH A WILL

AS THR If RARK rolled on. as sptNNiily then, 
no doubt, as now. sons and daughtem were born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Burnes. and soon the younp people 
wete able to run the hotel, and Mr. Burnes 
paid more and more attention to the volunteer 
hremen By (he middle of the IdSO's he said It 
was ridiculous (hat Victoria hadn't a steam fire 
engine. That idea horrified a lot of Victorians -> 
who said It was too expensive, that Victoria could 
get along with its bucket brigade. 

But Burnes, a streak of Irish stubbornneM In 
him. kept on crying (or hU steam engine. The 
government and the city fathers of Victoria were 
cool. They iiad no money the time honored ex¬ 
cuse for doing nothing, as popular in some 
quarters t«>day as then. 

So Thomas Burnes started out on his own and 
collected from among the townsfolk for his steam 
fire engine. 

He finally talked the city out of $200 Sir James 
Douglas. retire<l governor of British Columbia. 
contributtNl $.'10. aiKl Anglican Bishop G<H>rge Hills 
Sfs) . . . and other prominent ciitzens $10 and $5 
.. . large .sums in those days. 

S<H>n there was enough money, and the steam 
engine arrived from San FranCisoi: ’THF STEAM 
FIRE ENGINE FUND So important an auxiliary 
in pivventing or arresting the progress of fire 
mu'it be patent to all . . . and doubtless accounts 
in some measure for the promptitude with which 
many .subscrihe^l their mite (or such a palpable 
advantage, but there Is. nevertheless, much credit 
due to our citizens for the readiness in which 
ttiey have come forward to lend the gallant Tigers 
a hand in freeing themselves from dt^bi.” 


ANII THCKR was this pat on the baek for Mine 
Host at the hospitable American: “We must 
strongly point out the gentlemen forming the com¬ 
mittee as deserving of public gratitude, and none 
moie so than the foreman of the Tigers. Mr. 
Thomas J. Burnes. who has made himself con¬ 
spicuous by his enthusiasm in the ca.se. and his 
untiring efforts (o bring about the happy result as 
shown by the list of subscriptions.*' 


The firemen In those days did more than fi^t 
firek - they were a social organization; they had 
a choir, and they serenaded prominent citizena, 
and each year they held a ball, which waa one o< 
the high-society events of this place: **FIRE DG* 
PARTMENT BALL—Alhambra Hall, the scene of 
many pleasant reunions, last night contained 
within its four walls a gay and happy throng. The 
occ^.«ion was the annual ball of the fire depart* 
ment, and the fair sex as they always do when 
gallanto' requiies recognition were present in 
large numbers. 

"The fiiemen appeared to much advantage in 
their uniforms, and the hall, which was prettily 
hung with flags, banners and paintings, added 
greatly to the general effect. The music was sup¬ 
plied by Messrs. Palmer, Haynes. Bushell and 
others and was excellent. Supper was served at 
midnight and the dancing continued Into the small 
hours.** 

There was likely but one topic of conversation 
that night the new steam fire engine, which was 
causing a sensation. It was that night, too. that 
the firemen plotted among themselves, and In 
secrec>'. to honor the father of the steam engine In 
Victoria Tommy Burnes! And so It came about 
that in late .November of 1870 there was another 
gala evening for the firemen: "At the Tiger en¬ 
gine house. Mr. James Orr. foreman, praised the 
energy and efficiency of Mr. Burnes and presented 
to him a splendid gold chronometer watch. Mr, 
Burner returned thanks, and said he should ever 
bear In grateful remembrance the Tiger com- 
pany." 

Naturally, he did what any warm hearted Irisii- 
man would do on such an occasion: ’The mem¬ 
bers then, on invitation of Mr. Burnes. proceeded 
to the American Hotel, where the time-piece was 
•wet.’ The works were made by Lange of Dres¬ 
den. snd the watch purchased at Jungermaii's. 
It bears the following inscription: ‘Presented to 
ex-foreman T. J. Burnes by 'Tiger Engine Com¬ 
pany. No. 2.. Nov. 18. 1870." 

This was the watch that Burnes wore with 
such piide all the lest of his days. Where could 
It he now? — this fine, historically-valualde sou¬ 
venir of our past? 


A FKW YRARK I.ATRR Tommy Burnes 
espoused another cause . . . horses, instead of 
men, to draw the steam engines. He won tlie 
support of The Colonist: "The extended city limits 
revive the question of how the department can be 
supplied with locomotive power for their engines. 
It Is rather too much to expect firemen to do their 
work efficiently at a fire when they have been 
used as beasts of burden In dragging their engines 
over newly graveled and sandy roads tong dis¬ 
tances. The fire yesterday (on Dallas Roadi was 
an Illustration of what we advance. 

"When orders were given to unlimber, some 
of the men dropped on the ground completely ex¬ 
hausted with the running and hauling—the re¬ 
mainder being anything but up to their work. 
That this is an unaatisfactory state of affairs la 
only too selfevident—painfully so to the fire¬ 
men them<4elves. It were time that the defiart- 
ment made some arrangements with the livery 
stable keepers to have a span of horses ready 
harnessed every night for the service respectively 
of each company." 

Burnes kept up the fight for horses for 10 
years, and finally saw hU idea adopted. 

He was now growing older, but he buUt a new 
hotel near the Court House the Burnes House — 
and in July of 1891 he went off to Portland for a 
great celebration: "Thoma.s J. Burnes. one of the 
oldest volunteer firemen in Victoria, and an ex¬ 
empt of the California Volunteers, left . . . for 
Portland to attend the annual gathering in that 
city of The Exempt and Pioneer Firemen of C!ali- 
fornia. Tom was a member of the San Francisco 
fire department and ran 'wid de machine’ in the 
days of '49. The present gathering promises to 
be one of the biggest reunions the CMlIfornla 
volunteer fiiemen have ever had." 

In 1912 Mr. and Mrs. Burnes marked the 50th 
anniversary of their wedding with a reception 
and "open hot^." In their home at Pandora and 
Cook. 

7*hree years later Mr. Burnes died, and The 
Colonist commented: "One of Victoria's moat 
familiar figui'es will be missed from our streets 
, . . For many years Mr. Burnes came and went 
about his business with a cheery smile and a plea¬ 
sant word for all whom he met. His bright wit, 
his fondness for a passing Joke, his goodwill to 
all. made us all look upon him as a friend. He 
carried with him an air of optimism that was an 
inspiration to bll. Through his life he had many 
vicissitudes, but nothing could daunt his cour¬ 
age. .or weaken his belief that It is the duty of 
man to add to the happiness of his fellows."
